A Versatile Scholar. 


Dr. M. F. Liddell, of Birmingham Uni- 
versity, has returned to England after a 
long visit to Donegal. Dr. Liddell, who 
studied Irish in the late Kuno Meyer's 
Celtic Seminary in Berlin University be- 
fore the War, has written an excellent 
book on Ireland for a series that was pre- 
pared by the late Dr. Wilhelm Dibelius, 
Professor of English at Berlin, and is 
regarded in Germany as an authority on 
this country.

NEW FILM HAS MERIT, BUT IS 
MUCH TOO LONG, 


Lieutenant-Colonel Haddick’s film, “ The 
Voice of Ireland,” was shown privately at 
the Savoy Cinema yesterday morning. The 
picture has been produced under the auspices 
of the Irish Tourist Association, and Mr. 
T. J. W. Kemny, in a speech afterwards, 
explained that it was primarily intended for 
exhibition abroad, particularly in America, 

The production has a special interest, as 
it is the first time that a film has been made 
in this country by Irishmen, and it may 
possibly be the forerunner of more ambitious 
efforts in the future. As such, one must ex- 
press surprise that the results have been so 
good from the technical standpoint. The 
photography is fair (in some places ex- 
cellent), the recording is clear, and the 
synchronised music is just right, neither too 
loud nor too soft. These are things, of 
course, which would be taken for granted 
in an ordinary production, but ordinary pro- 
ductions are the work of men who have 
specialised for years, while this is a first 
attempt. 
‘There is plenty of good material in '' The 
Voice of Ireland,” but it suffers from one 
very serious drawback — its impossible 
length. An hour and a half is not too long 
for a dramatic film, but it is out of the 
question for a picture of this kind. It is as 
if a Pathe Gazette feature were allowed to 
run. for ninety minutes instead of the cus- 
‘tomary ten or fifteen. 

During the course of the film, Colonel 
Haddick ‘‘ wanders from Clare to the County 
Kildare, from Francis street down to 
Macroom.” In fact, he wanders a good deal 
further, and there is hardly a town of any 
importance in Northern or Southern Ireland 
which is not shown. In addition, we have 
reconstructed scenes from ancient Irish 
history, bird life on the Saltee Islands, shots 
of linen weaving and other trades, some fine 
pictures of a fox hunt, and a number of 
ether aspects of Irish life. These varied 
elements are not blended together into a 
complete whole (how could they be?), and 
the result is a kind of cinematic scrap-book, 
in which there is no continuity between one 
shot and the next. 

If the Tourist Association intend to exhibit 


seriously consider whether it ought to go 
out in its present form. It needs drastic 
cutting and editing, and it would be well 
worth while to get an experienced man to do 
the job. Jt strikes one that this wonld not 
be very difficult to do, and it would certainly 
give the film a much better chance com- 
mercially. Why. not divide it into four or 
five parts and make a series out of it?

into an essentially materialistic philosophy of 
life, and without which the whole fabric of 
Russian economy would crumble in a month. 
This diversion of spirituality into economic 
channels is the only possible explanation that 

can see for the facility with which the 
Russians have allowed themselves to be led 
off the path of their old religion. 

The positive persecution and mockery of 
religion which once existed under the Soviets 
are now things of the past. The rulers of 
Russia, who, for autocrats, have their ear very 
close to the ground, studying the slightest 
vibrations of public opinion, have discovered 
such methods to be not only unnecessary, but 
unwise. It is fought in other ways, how. 
ever; and fought with determination. 

Marx’s saying that ‘‘ religion is the opium 
of the people ’’—by which he meant that it 
tended to drug them into submission to bond- 
age and misery in this world by holding out 
the prospect of better things in the next— 
remains one of the basic dogmas of the Com- 
munist creed, and one of the first acts of the 
Bolsheviks, when they assumed power, was 
the disestablishment of the Oxthodox Church. 
To-day the religiously-minded may teach 
their faith to their children, but they may 
not entrust that task to others. They may 
worship in the churches without interference, 
but those who use the churches must bear 
the financial responsibility for their rent and 
=) ag Failing specific guarantees to this 
effect, the church is closed. 

The maintenance of the unhappy priest, 
who, as a non-worker, is not entitled to 
ration cards, is another responsibility for the 
congregation. Some priests, I was told, while 
continuing their ecclesiastical vocation, also 
work, and so can keep themselves, but others 
exist on the meagre offerings of their scanty 
congregations, whose members themselves 
have but little to spare. 


THE CHURCHES. 


In .Russia I visited churches of various 
kinds, from the Orthodox Church of the old 
Russian State to the Buddhist temple of the 
Chinese, and found them still functioning. 
I walked casually into an Orthodox Church, 
where the priest stood before the altar recit- 
ing his litany to a congregation of four’ 
people. In other Orthodox Churches I saw 
worshippers praying at all hours of the day, 
just as they may be seen in any Roman 
Catholic church in Ireland. These open 
churches, however, are a very small minority, 
I read recently that of a total of 560 churches 
in Moscow only 56 are still open. 

What happens to the churches which are 
closed? Many of them are represented now 
by ruins, having been pulled down to create 
sites for other buildings. Others have been 
converted into clubs and institutions of 
various kinds, and others, again, have been 
utilised to house that peculiar Soviet pheno- 
menon, the anti-religious museum. 

St. Isaac’» Cathedral is one of the noblest 
adornments of Leningrad. The pure beauty 
of the blue and white mosaic which decorates 
its classic front strikes such awe into 
the beholder that one hardly observes 
the grandeur of the architecture, 
which is modelled on that of St. Peter’s, in 
tome. The. interior has a vastness which is 
sublime, and the ikons upon the walls are 
artistic gems. This is now one of such 
niuseums.

The life-size effigy of an old-time martyr, 
stuck up in an alcove, and surrounded’ by 
flame-coloured tongues of paper which 
wriggle convincingly around his legs under 
the stimulus of a concealed fan, affords a 
grim illustration for the citizen of the per- 
secutions which he has read of in his history 
books in connection with the churches, and 
the recéption which was accorded to Galileo 
and others who set up science against the 
views of the Churches on the nature of the 
universe is vividly brought before the eye. 


OCULAR DEMONSTRATION. 


Lest there should be any lingering doubts 
whether the earth actually does revolve upon 
its axis, the authorities have provided an 
ingenious apparatus in the centre of the nave 
for its ocular demonstration. Beneath the 
great dome of the Cathedral, with its centre 
immediately under the centre of the dome, 
there is a circular platform, some thirty feet 
in diameter, with the three hundred and sixty 
degrees of the circle marked and numbered, 
across which there swings a weight suspended 
by a cord, hundreds of feet long, from the 
central point of the dome itself. 

Carried round by the rotation of the earth, 

the perimeter of the circle travels 
during the day a complete revolution round 
the central point from which the . pendulum 
hangs, and interested groups of onlookers, 
most of them with but the vaguest notion of 
what is actually being demonstrated, gather 
round to watch the progress of the figures at 
the edge as they follow one another across 
the path of the pendulum’s swing. 
Apart from the more important creeds, 
many decadent sects were a feature of 
Russia’s old ecclesiasticism, and their 
superstitions and dark practices are portrayed 
in the show cases of this museum. ‘I'he

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A RACE OF ATHLETES. 


It is reflected particularly in the hands of 
sturdy, swall-devels young men and women 
who trequent the sports fields and the rivers. 
A race of athletes is springing up in Russia— 
more 80, peers, than in any Western 
country. hey play most kinds of team 
games, the player graduating from his fac- 
tory team to the team which represents his 
particular industry, and they vie with one 
another in field events at the industrial 
“* Spartakiades.”’ i 

o outward appearances the youth of 
Russia is growing up into a generation with- 
out vices. Fed on slogans, and thriving on 
them, they are checked from much dissipa- 
tion by the difficulty of obtaining any stronger 
drink than the unpalatable kwass, a form of 
beer fermented from the black rye bread and 
sugar, which is sold at kiosks in the streets, 
and from immoderate smoking by the periodic 
famines which occur in the supply of the 
miserable cigarettes, which contain, as I was 
told, not tobacco, but a blend of hops and 
turf. They spend their evenings, when they 
are not occupied at their clubs, their theatres 
and cinemas, their institutes of learning and 
their sports fields, at the ‘‘ parks of rest and 
culture,” 
the cities. 

These are recreational centres in the best 
sense of the term, where the youth of both 
sexes find innocent and healthy amusement. 
That at Moscow is a huge park, covering 
several thousands of acres,*w,jth open-air con- 
certs, side-shows and facilities for semi- 
athletic games, and intersected by a broad 
river upon which boats are sailing. I watched 
about one hundred young péople joining in 
4 kind of Morris dance to the music of a 
concertina, while not far away another crowd 
was following a woman leader in community 
singing—displaying great gusto in the render- 
ing of songs which, from their inspiring 
rhythm, I gathered, to bear some relation to 
the Revolution or the Five Years Plan. 


ANTI-WAR DEMONSTRATION 


My visit to this particular park happened to 
be on August Ist, the anniversary of the de- 
claration of war between Germany and Russia 
in 1914, and the anniversary was being cele- 
brated with a great anti-war demonstration 
in one corner of the grounds. An audience 
of at least twenty thousand people wa. assist- 
ing at a most spectacular event. Against 
the darkening sky the background of the 
stage on which the speakers were assembled 
stood out, as a fantastic silhouette, in red, 
black and yellow, of railway ttains, factory 
chimneys and mine-shafts, moving from dark- 
ness into light as it was swept by the beam 
of a spot-light, which flashed across the stage 
at intervals, to come to rest on the declama- 
tory figure of the orators who, in turn, 
occupied the rostrum. 

I listened patiently while the words of one 
speaker after another, each delivering his 
fiery ‘message in a different language, were 
brought to me through the huge amplifier, 
and then there came to my ears a voice 
speaking in English. The moving spot light 
revealed it as being that of a huge negro. 

“ Comrades,’’ he began, speaking jerkily, 
in nasal American tones, “I want to say— 
that the workers of America—are with you 
in your fight... .” 

At intervals between. the speeches files of 
young men and women, in athletic drfess, 
appeared on ihe huge stage, galloped up and 
down the stairways which ran, like the scenic 
railway at a fair, up one side and down the 
other, and then disappeared. A band struck 
up a tune, and the great audience joined in 
song. At one period, led by a man ima 
pulpit, who performed in the glare of the 
TY nest. "Óg, they rose to their feet and went 
through a curious drill, shooting their arms, 
with great seriousness, upwards and sideways 
in unison. What the significance of it all was 
I never discovered, but I came away with the 
feeling that the Communists of Russia cer- 
tainly know how to stage spectacular demon- 
strations, although they inspire’ their 
audiences to very few cheers. 


PROPAGANDA. 


As for education in Russia, it is propa- 
ganda and very little more, coloured as it is 
entirely by the Communist ideal. Political 
economy is a prominent subject on the 
syllabus,. but the student knows of but ore 
economist—Marx—while literature and art, and 
even science, are looked at only through red 
spectacles. Pavlov, the famous Russian 
physiologist, is the pride and the pet of the 
Soviets, but less for his genius than for the 
fact that his theories of ** conditioned re- 
flexes ” are providing additional ammunition 
for the anti-religious war. 

To my disappointment, it was the close 
season for drama and opera in Moscow when 
I was there, and the only house of amuse- 
ment that I visited was a cinema, There, the 
programme consisted of a single film dealing 
with ‘he invasion and war that fohlowed the 
Revolution of 1918. Like the two films that 
I had seen on the boat coming to Russia, 
it laid on propaganda with a heavy hand. 
The strange thing, however, is the appetite 
of the people for this form of education, an 
appetite which scemg to grow on what it 
feeds upon. -During most of the showing 
they sat silent and glum, but their enthusiasm 
broke out in prolonged cheering whenever 
the figures of Lenin or Stalin appeared on 
the screen. Close-ups of thcse heroes are 
the equivalent to the Russian cinema audience 
of the sentimental inierludes which thrill 
love-hungry youth in ti.e picture-houses of 
our own country. 


WESTERN ART. 


In the Gallery of Western Art, which con- 
tains Moscow’s famous collection of modern 
French pictures, I asked a Russian girl to 
show me her favourite painting. ithout 
hesitation, she led me through a number of 
rooms straight to two of Monet's typical 
studies of buildings that 
loomed faintly through a cloak of mist—and 
paused there. ose,” she said, “ are 
the “sendy that I like best—but they are 
worthless; they are bourgeois.” 

“ What do you mean when you say that 
they are bourgeois?’’ 

“I mean that they do not express any- 
thing. There is no purpose in them, and 
they might as well never have been painted.”’ 

e walked about the galleries for an hour, 
arguing this question. Finally, I said: 
‘Can you show me any picture in this ‘build- 
ing which is not bourgeois? ”’ ' 

she could not, except in the little corner 
which formed an annexe devoted to Russinn 
post-revclutionary art, with its grim splashes 
of colour, depicting hungry and savage 
crowds, blazing furnaces and monstrous 
machines.

POSITION OF THE 
GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


DANGER TO YOUTH OF 
FALSE PHILOSOPHY. 
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T's Dublin and Glendalough and Kildare 


Synods resumed their joint deliberations 


yesterday morning in the Synod Hall, 
Christ Church place, Dublin, the Archbishop 
of Dublin presiding. 

Mr. R. H. Ryland, B.L., was elected to 
the vacancy of lay member on the Represen- 
tative Church Body, on the motion of Mr. 
Marshall Butler, seconded by the Earl of 
Belmore. 

Mr. J. A. Maconchy, proposing the adop- 
tion of the Diocesan report, called attention 
to the financial position of the dioceses, Ori- 
ginally, he sa*d, the actuarial valuation which 
was made at the time of disestablishment 
calculated that eventually when the dises- 
tablishment annuities had ceased and the cap!- 
tal available for those payments was in the 
hands of the Representative Body, and placed 
to the credit of the dioceses, the dividend 
available per share would amount to £350. 
That was the actuarial valuation, and it had 
been fulfilled to within a very few pounds. 
The actual liability for the shares was 
£39.750, and the interest that they had re- 
eeived as revenue from the Representative 
Body now amounted to £39,527. They ex- 
pected £100 or £200 more on the lapse of 
the last annuitant. 


ADDITIONAL BURDENS. 

The Synod should recollect that the only 
fund that they had was the Stipend Fund, 
all other funds—Supplement and so on— 
were merely taken out of the Stipend Fund. 
The Stipend Fund should, therefore, be suffi- 
cient to bear all the weight put on it. It 
was sufficient to bear the weight of £30 
per share if it had no other burden, but in 
the last few years they had added £1,650 
a year to the burden on the fund, so that 
the Stipend Fund, if in any one year it was 
called on to pay full stipends, would he 
£1,650 short. This sum was made up by 
the difference between the stipends of vacant 
parishes and the fees paid to deputies during 
the time parishes were vacant. 

At present there was a small surplus of 
£43 on the fund. There were Bills to be 
considered that day that would put further 
charges on the Stipend Fund, and that fact 
should be borne in mind by the members. 

The only other independert fund was the 
Poor Parishes Fund. Many parishes found 
the utmost difficulty in making their assess- 
ments, and could not do so without assist- 
ance. He was very much afraid that that 
stringency would become greater in the near 
future, and the only hope was the Poor 
Parishes Fund. 

They could not keep up the full stipend of 
£30 a share and pay additional burdens out 
of the stipend fund, They had not, however, 
derived the full benefit from the disestablish- 
ment annuities, and eventually about £350 a 
year—which might just enable payment to be 
made of the full burden which they proposed 
to put on the stipend fund—would come into 
them from that source. 


SUPERANNUATION BILL. 

Referring to the report in general, he said 
that it was very encouraging, and the arrears 
of parochial assessments had been extremely 
well paid. 

The report was adopted. 

The House gave leave to bring in a bill to 
amend Paragraph 1. and Section 10 of the 
Plan of Financial Arrangements, the purpose 
of which was to provide superannuation for 
the officials of the Diocesan Council. 

Leave was also given to bring in a bill to 
increase the remuneration of the Diocesan 
Registrars from £50 to £150 by way of grant. 

Both measures passed through their various 
stages.

INSIDIOUS PROPAGANDA. 


Mr. D. Horgan, LL.D., sea the adop- 
tion of the report of the Board of Education, 
said that. he considered that it was the most 


important report that had come before the | 


Synod, because if they neglected the religious 
education of their children, in years to come 
the Church would be without adherents, and 
all Church organisations would, as a conse- 
quence, cease to exist. There was never a 
time in which it was more necessary to devote 
themselves to the religious education of their 
children than the present. They saw how 
religion was threatened in various parts of the 
world; they saw what happened in Russia; 
they saw how the Roman Catholic Church 
had been driven out of countries where it had 
formerly held sway. So far persecution had 
not reached Protestant countries, but those 
countries would. do well to prepare. To his 
mind a far more dangerous and _ insidious 
enemy than persecution was the intellectual 
enemy represented by philosophers, such as 
Bertrand Russell, Eddington, Wells and 
These, with others, preached 
agnosticism, scepticism, and even atheism, 
and in face of all this confusion it was 
absolutely necessary first to teach their 
children and bring them up in the knowledge 
of Jesus Christ, . If they began first at home. 
then they could send forth to other parts of 
the world. 


TRANSPORT TO SCHOOLS, 

Their past, he-said, was most encouraging 
and heartening. With regard to the trans- 
porting of children to: Protestant schools from 
istricts im which there were. no Protestant 
schools, he said that from the first of next 
January the Board of Religious Education 
would be entirely responsible for that. work.

The Rev. Carion Young, seconding, appealed 
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for support to continue the very important 
work that the Board was doing.

DIOCESAN SCHOOL DEBT. 

The Rev. J. W. Mayne referred to the 
Diocesan School for Girls, Adelaide road, 
which was now taken over by the Board of 
Education. A report was circulated some 
months ago that these schools were in danger 
of closing because of the debt that was on 
them. He would like to take that oppor- 
tunity of saying that the school was doing as 
well as ever, and that it was being attended by 
a larger number of pupils. It was not going 
to close, and, so far as the debt was con- 
cerned, they would wipe it out before very 
long. (Applause.) 

The report was adopted. 

The Synod granted a sum not exceeding £6 
for the expenses of the Committee on Youth 
Activities. 


LAITY AND REUNION. 


— 


SCHEME TO AROUSE THEIR 
INTEREST. 


The Rev. B. C. Waller proposed :—-‘‘ That 
this Synod approves of the formation of a 
Diocesan Reunion Committee on the lines sug- 
crested in the communication on the subject 
received from the General Synod, namely, 
for the purpose of disseminating information 
about and arousing interest in the subject of 
reunion. That the Synod appoints the follow- 
Committee, with power to add to their num- 
bers, to the extent of not more than twelve in 
oll:—The Dean of Christ Church, Rev. Canon 
T. A. Harvey, Rev..J. Tobias, Rev. J. P. 
Shortt, Rev. Canon Drury, Mr. J. A. 
Maconchy and Mr. R. H. Ryland.” 

Mr. Waller said that while re-union discus- 
sions had taken place among the leaders of 
the Church, these discussions had not filtered 
down to the rank and file, and he thought 
that it would be the object of the Committee 
to bring that about. Many of the laity did 
not see the difficulty of re-union, while many 
of the clergy saw big difficulties. Some might 
think that such a motion might interfere with 
the negotiations going forward between the 
Chureh of Ireland and the Presbyterian 
Church, but the reply to that was that the 
General Synod had appointed a Committee, 
and it was the same body that advised that 
Svrod to consider the resolution. 

Canon Drury seconded, and the motion was 
agreed to, the Rev. William Bell’s name hav- 
ing been added to the Committee.

LABOUR DEPUTATION 
TO MINISTERS. 


A DEPUTATION from the Irish Labour 


Party, the Trade Union Congress 

and the three railway unions was re- 

ceived by Mr. de Valera (President of the 
Executive Council) and Mr. Seán Lemass 
(Minister for Industry and Commerce) at 
Leinster House yesterday. It was intro- 
duced by Mr. Norton, leader of the Labour 
Party in the Dail, and it consisted of :— 
Senator Duffy and Mr. William Davin, 
representing the Labour Party; Messrs. 8. 
P, Campbell {president) and L. J. Duffy 
(treasurer), Irish Trade Union Congvess; 
Messrs. C. D. Watters (Irish secretary), and 
Mr. J. Keyes (Limerick), National Union 
of Railwaymen; Senator J. 1. O'Farrell 
(irish secretary) and Mr. M, O'Sullivan, 
U.C., Railway Clerks’. Association; Messrs. 
W. Doyle and W. J. 
Society, Locomotive Engineers and Firemen. 
The Labour and trade union proposals for 
dealing with the railway and transport 
problem were supported by a comprehensive 
memorandum, copies of which had been sent 
to Mr. de Valera and Mr. Lemass in ad- 
vance. A full and frank discussion took 
place. While agreement was found to exist 
on certain points, the deputation was in- 


plate adopting the principle of public owner- 
ship in any attempt solution of the 
problem. 

It was stated officially that the members of 
the deputation expressed their dissatisfac- 
tion, particularly in view of Mr. Lemass’s 
statement made in Athlone during the 
general election, to the effect that it was 
necessary that the present wasteful competi- 
tion should be stopped, and that Fianna Fail 
proposed to stop it by unified control under 
public ownership, and they strongly pressed 


their proposals as the only feasible solution in 


view of the present chaotic condition of the 
industry. 

The extreme urgency of the problem and 
the need for radical] action with the minimum 
of delay were also stressed hy the deputa- 
tion in view of the railway crisis threatened 
in the immediate future. 


LABOUR'S PROPOSALS. 


The amplified proposals of the Labour 
Party for the control and regulation of inland 
transport in the Free State were issued as 
follows :— | 

(1) There shall be established a Ministry 
of Transport, the head of which shall be the 
Minister for Transport (hereinafter referred 
to as ‘‘the Minister’’). 

(2) As from the appointed day the under- 
takings of the Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany, the Trish Omnibus Company, Messrs. 
John Wallis and Sons, Ltd., and such other 
rail, water and road public transport under- 
takings as the Oireachtas may determine, 
shall be vested in and held by the Minister 
in trust for Saorstat Eireann. 

(á) A public Board shall be established, 
consisting of the Director-General of Trans- 
port, who shall be the chairman, and two (or 
such larger number, not more than four, as it 
may .be thought desirable to suggest) other 
members from time to time appointed by the 
Minister for Transport, and it shall be the 
general duty of the Board to exercise their 
powers under the Act so as to secure the

PROPOSALS. 


AMERICAN DEBT 
PROBLEM. 


LORD MELCHETT'S 
 UDDAN, 
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pe MELCHETT, in “Modern Money,” 


published to-day by Martin Secker, 

attacks modern financial and economic 
raethpds, and sets forth his proposals for a 
new double currency system, payment of the 
National Debt, settlement of the debt to 
America, and the creation of an '' Economic 
Council, with supreme control in industrial 
and financial matters.” 

“he whole (present) monetary scheme,’ 
he says, ''is not only unsound, but unwork- 
able. It pre-supposes a regular continuance 
and static condition of trade. This does not 
exist. Our system is so ill-devised that, as 
a result, not less than twenty million civil- 
ised, honest, skilled men and women are 
enduring the horrors of unemployment. Those 
who presume to take the responsibility for 
the management of the world’s affairs must 
not fool themselves because of the result of 
England 's 1931 election or the 1932 Conver- 
sion that the human race will for ever tolerate 
their folly, It is not only our duty to reform 
the economic system, but if we do not, the 
people will make themselves responsible, That 
way lies disaster.’’ 


DOUBLE CURRENCY. 

Lord Melchett suggests, as the basis of the 
double currency, the sovereign note to be used 
for internal purposes, and the pound sterling 
for foreign exchange. Legal tender would be 
up to a thousand pounds only in sovereign 
notes, and above that amount a guaranteed 
cheque on any of the ten clearing-house banks. 
The issuable amount of this currency would 
be determined only by the demand for it— 
that is, the security at the disposal of those 
who desired to use it. 

The pound sterling would be issued by the 
Bank of England only to banks in amounts of 
not less than £10,000 in return for sovereign 
credits, and would be based on gold. The 
notes would be exchangeable for gold at three 
months’ notice, and would have to be in- 
creased at the rate of some three per cent. 


yearly to allow. for the natural increase in 


trade. 

Side by side with the double currency Lord 
Melchett proposes the creation of a National 
Discount Corporation, which would ‘be 
guaranteed credit by the Government. This 
corporation would grant domestic currency 
against securities on a fixed scale. He claims 
that by this method the nation would employ 
the whole of its resources in order to over- 
come its difficulties, and that Government 
loans could be gradually paid off in the new 
internal currency. 


THE AMERICAN DEBT. 

With regard to the American debt, Lord 
Melchett suggests that all that we can do is 
to offer to transfer some of our many Pacific 
or West Atlantic possessions to the American 
people. 

‘““I see nothing dishonourable in the pro- 
posal,’’ he says, “ and, anyway, it is far more 
honourable than just refusing to pay, which 
appears the only reasonable alternative. If 
we never recommenced payin~ nothing would 
happen. . America would not make a war 
which would cost her several thousand 
millions to recover £1,000 millions. Our 
credit, would stand higher, not lower, with 
the rest of the world.

TO STOP OVERLAPPING. 

The only way that he could see of co-operat- 
ing would be by having a committee, repre- 
sentative of the Board, the League, and also 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society, and the 
Board would have the greatest pleasure in 
co-operating with a committee so formed.

The magnitude of the increase in home 
assistance since the scale for ablebodied un- 
employed was adopted by the South Tip- 
perary Board of Health was the subject of a 
report to a special meeting of the Board. 

The supplementary estimate required to 
finance the scheme from October 18th to 
October 3lst amounted to £1,130. The esti- 
mate for the year ended March Slst, 1933, 
adopted last December, was £17,000; yet, 
during the half-year ended September 30th 
£10,000 was spent, although relief during the 
summer months was always lower than in the 
winter months. 

If the scale had not been adopted the 
Board could state that assistance to be dis- 
bursed during the half-year till next March 
would be approximately £12,000. That would 
amount to £22,000 within the year, which 
was approximately £5,000 more than the 
Board had estimated. 

The scheme adopted at the last meeting 
of the Board, however, would mean £15,000 
for the half-year, a sum tor which no pro- 
vision had been made in the estimate. 

Mr. Hogan said that home assistance would 
absorb the whole budget of the Board if the 
present scale was continued. 

Mr. Bourke—I wonder whether recipients 
of home assistance realise where the money 
is to come from? 

The Secretary said that a penny in the 
£ ou the rates would raise £1,700 approxi- 
mately, and if the home assistance continued 
on the basis of £30,000 a year there would be 
an addition of 1s. 6d. in the £ on the rates 
under that heading. 

The Chairman—A meeting of the County 
Council should be called to deal with the 
matter; for we are depending on whatever 
money we get from the County Council to 
run our services.

A Hard Winter. 


Winter’s imminent approach brings into 
painful prominence the problem of destitu- 
tion in the Free State. Hitherto her agri- 
cultural economy has provided a réason- 
able amount of work for everybody, and 
the amount of unemployment has been 
comparatively small. Now unemployment 
has increased enormously; the various 
schemes of home assistance and relieí works 
have proved to be quite inadequate to the 
demands of the workless, and many 
thousands of Free State citizens are facing 
a hungry winter. Last week, for the first 
time in many years, there was a demon- 
stration of “ hunger marchers ’’ in Dublin. 
A deputation was received by the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health, 
who undertook to give the matter of in- 
creased scales of relief his immediate 
attention. Yesterday some two thousand 
men marched to the Dublin Union, where 
the Board of Assistance was holding its 
weekly meeting, and another deputation 
was received. Demands were advanced 
which indicate a complete lack of common- 
sense in the demonstrators. They insisted 
that cash must be given instead of food 
vouchers, and that a largely increased 
scale of relief payments must be 
granted, They demanded the cessation of 
‘‘ humiliating ’’ private inquiries into the 
circumstances of applicants, and the con- 
cession of full trade union rates for all 
relief work. 

Similar demonstrations were made 
yesterday in Clonmel, Waterford and 
Cork. The South Tipperary Board of 
Health has received demands which 
would cost it .£30,000 a year, whereas 
its normal budget for rehef amounts 
to something like £17,000. If it should 
be forced to ‘grant the demands of 
the unemployed, an additional rate of 
ls. 6d. in the £ would need to be levied, 
and there would be no money for any 
other purposes. In Cork the weekly dis- 
bursement for relief purposes amounts to 
£172 in excess of the corresponding figures 
for last year. The Board is seeking a 
fresh overdraft of £5,000 to cope with the 
situation, which is becoming more and 
more serious. In Waterford demonstrators 
are crying for ‘‘ bread or work.’’ It would 
be easy to exaggerate the importance of 
these incidents. Recent events in Belfast, 
where industrial depression has created 
a very real crisis, undoubtedly have en- 
couraged Southern agitators to take ad- 
vantage of the plight of the workless; 
and many of the demands that are being 
made could not be entertained for a 
moment. Nevertheless, the situation is 
sufficiently grave. The army of unem- 
ployed is growing at an alarming rate, and 
the normal sources of relief are nearly 
dry. Local authorities are powerless ; 
the only source which remains to be 
tapped is the State. 

When Mr. de Valera took office nine 
months ago one of his most definite 
promises was that he would remove the 
menace of unemployment. Fianna Fáil, 
we were told, “had a plan.” Nothing 
has been done to fulfil that promise. 
Tariffs, it is true, have been levied in 
‘super-abundance; but for eyery man that 
has been employed in consequence of Presi- 


dent de Valera’s fiscal policy two have been 
thrown ont of work.

How long. will the people 
allow this process of national hunger-strike 
to continue? They are suffering to-day, 
but in a few months their lot will be far 
worse; for the full effects of the British 
tarifis on Free State goods have not yet 
made themselves felt. Mr. de Valera’s 
ideal of a self-sufficient State is a foolish 
dream. In the circumstances which exist 
at the moment measures such as the 
Wheat Bill are meaningless, and they 
bring no comfort to the harassed farmer. 
Seven Labour men are keeping the Govern- 
ment in office, and unrelieved tragedy 
stalks in the background. 


The Open Road. 


An Oige, the Irish Youth Hostel Asso- 
ciation, can look back upon a season of 
progress. The report, read at yesterday's 
annual general meeting, shows that the 
association has established itself firmly, 
and that the practice of organised 
rambling is taking a surer hold upon the 
people of Ireland. The association opened 
its first hostels at Laragh in July, 1931; 
two more were inaugurated at Glencree 
in the following October, and a mixed 
hostel was opened at Humphrystown, near 
Blessington, in May, 1932. Furthermore, 
arrangements have been made for the 
accommodation of members at reduced 
rates in fifty hotels. The Great Southern 
and Great Northern Railway systems give 
the association the benefit of reduced 
fares, and a prominent omnibus company 
has offered facilities. At present the chief 
object of An Oige is to increase its 
membership, which stands to-day at a 
total of 435, comprising 206 men and 229 
women. Three resolutions were passed at 
yesterday’s meeting. The association asks 
legislative and administrative bodies to 
afford it every help towards the establish- 
It exhorts educa- 


ing of new hostels.

Police and Public. 


The police íorces of London and of the 
Irish Free State are brothers in mis- 
fortune; for their Governments have 
decided that their pay must be reduced. 
A year ago the May Committee recom- 
mended a reduction of 124 per cent. in the 
pay of the London police, with a down- 
ward revision of pensions. The Govern- 
ment, accepting the recommendations in 
substance, limited the full “cut ” to ten 
per cent., and left the pensions intact. A 
five per cent, instalment of the reduction 
took effect forthwith, and it is announced 
that the second instalment will be enforced 
within the next few days. In the case of 
the Free State’s police the “ cutting’ 
policy was initiated by the late Govern- 
ment, was continued by its successor, and 
its proposed extent is now the subject of 
consideration by an official committee. 
Dissatisfaction—fortunately, a disciplined 
dissatisfaction—prevails in both forces. 
In view of its exceedingly responsible 
duties, neither force has been overpaid in 
the past; and we do not question their 
assurance that any further reduction of 
their pay will involve themselves and their 
families in real hardship. Of course, in 
these days hardship is the badge of all 
our tribe, In the professions and the 
Civil Service, in business and in agri- 
culture, the majority of Englishmen and 
Irishmen are being compelled to accom- 
modate their way of living to curtailed 
incomes. The police, however, occupy a 
peculiar position. Their service requires 
that they shall be men of special integrity, 
tact and courage. They are society 's main 
bulwark against all the lawless forces that 
seek to prey upon it. At the present time, 
alike in England and in the Free State— 
as the result of increased 
activities, and of widespread unemploy- 
ment and other social evils—the need of a 
loyal and contented police is even more 
than usually urgent. The community, 
therefore, must postulate two things con- 
cerning all proposals for the further 
reduction of police pay. One is that every 
other means of economy shall be exhausted 
—and *) proved to the public satisfaction— 
before the ‘‘axe’’ falls upon the police- 
man’s helmet. The other is that, if 
“ cuts’’ in police pay are really essential 
now, the very first improvement in the 
State’s finances shall be the signal for 
their revocation.

VIOLIN MUSIC. 


SIGNOR GROSSI ON ITS 
EVOLUTION. 


At the Royal Irish Academy of Music, 
Westland Row, Dublin, last night, Signor 
Ferruccio Grossi gave the first of a series of 
four lectures which he has arranged for the 
resent season on the Development of Violin 
Mosie through the Sonata and Solo from the 
Seventeenth Century to the present time. 

The lecturer reminded his audience that 
the violin was not a very old instrument. It 
only made its appearance about years 
ago, and then not in the shape in which it 
was known to-day. It was only after the 
beginning of the 17th century that they came 
to the good makers, the Amatis. 

As far as writing for the violin was con- 
cerned the old masters seemed to have three 
principal points always in mind, and these 
were—Melody, rhythm, and harmony. He 
did not condemn all music that was not of the 
old school, but he always regretted, he said, 
that composers of the present time did not 
think so much of the three principal points

SONGS WITH ORCHESTRA 


MR. P. J, DUFFY’S RECITAL. 


The Aberdeen Hall of the Gresham Hotel 
Dublin, afforded in sufficient degree that salon 
atmosphere which is most meet for the enjoy- 
ment of Mr. P. J. Duffy’s vocalism. At the 
same time it accommodated a large audience | 
for his recital last night.

Tindenbaum ’’), Massenet and Hamilton 
Harty. He had orchestral accompaniment for 
some of his songs; in others, he was very 
discreetly supported by Mr. Edward 
Gallagher’s pianoforte accompaniment. 

The orchestra’ was that of the Society of | 
Players—it ought to adopt a more convenient 
name for itself. It is a chamber orchestra 
of strings and woodwind; last night, at all 
events, it was without brass. and percussion. 
In Mozart’s E flat Symphony, the well known 
No. 39, the Conductor, Mr. Delamere, had 
arranged parts so that the absence of the 
missing sections was not very seriously noticed 
in the circumstances, while it was a positive 
pleasure to hear Mozart’s music played very 
gracefully by the instruments that were. 
there. In this case, at least, I pre- 
ferred Mr. Delamere’s method to that of the | 
°RN. orchestra, which includes a trumpet 
but also the pianoforte for “filling in’’—a | 
detestable combination. But could Mr. 
Delamere not discover something further in. 
the way of chamber music and avoid trench- | 
ing on the symphonic field when he has not a | 
symphony orchestra? | 

Bach’s Suite in D for strings—the one that | 
includes the movement from which was 
derived the so-called “' Air on the G string ’’— 
was played brightly, though in some places | 
the quick movements would have been im- 
proved by occasional checking of the speed 
and a‘clearer phrasing.

THE TAX ON DANCING. 


DEPUTATION TO FINANCE 
MINISTER. 


Representing the Dance Promoters’ and

R. J. H. THOMAS, Secretary for the 
Dominions, in moving the second 
reading of the Ottawa Agreements Bill in 
the House of Commons yesterday, referred 
to the position of the Irish Free State 
under the agreements. He said that a right 
of free entry of goods to Great Britain was 
given to the Dominions under the Import 
Duties Act, but it was understood that 
anything there arranged would be super- 
seded by any new agreement made at 
Ottawa. 

Unfortunately, differences had arisen 
with the Irish Free State with which he 
would not now deal. 

On behalf of the Government, he had to 
say now that it was not intended to make 
a new agreement with the Irish Free State 
until existing agreements had been ob- 
served. (Hear, hear.) 

Provision was made in the bill that on 
November 15 free entry for Irish Free 
State goods would cease to exist. “I 
ought to say, in fairness, that we do not 
intend to impose the new Ottawa duties on 
Ireland.”’ | 

He could hardly say how much he de- 
plored the fact that there was still one 
Dominion that, by her own action, was 
depriving herself of the benefits of the 
Ottawa Agreements. He hoped the posi- 
tion would be only temporary. 


EFFECT OF OTTAWA 
AGREEMENTS. 


From THE Press ASSOCIATION LOBBY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas’s explanation in the 
House of Commons yesterday on the effect 
of the provisions in the Ottawa Agree- 
ments Bill relating to the Irish Free State 
left a confused impression on the minds of 
many members who would have welcomed 
a fuller statement. 

It is learned in authoritative quarters 
that the effect of the bill is to make all 
Irish goods that are not on the free list of 
the Imports Duties Act liable, as from 
November 15 next, to the general duty of 
10 per cent. ad valorem, as imposed by 
that Act. 

Some Irish Free State imports will, 
therefore, after November 15 next, pay a 
total tax of 30 per cent., another class 20 
per cent., and another class 10 per cent. 

Irish Free State imports which at 
present pay duties of 20 per cent. under 
the Special Duties Act, enacted for the 
purpose of recovering moneys owing to the 
British Government, are—live animals for 
food, animals not for food, butter, eggs, 
cream, bacon, pork, poultry and game and 
other meats of all kinds. 

Some of these goods are on the free list 
of the Import Duties Act, and will not, 
therefore, be liable to the general tariff of 
10 per cent. following the expiry of im- 
perial preference on November 15. They 
are—live animals for food, animals not 
for food, bacon, pork, and other meats of 
all kinds. i 

These goods will continue to pay the 
special duties of 20 per cent. without any 
addition so long as the special duties 
remain in force. 

Irish Free State butter, eggs, cream and 
poultry and game, not being on the Import 
Duties Act free list, will become liable to 
the general tariff of 10 per cent. after 
November 15, and this will be payable in 
addition to the existing special duties of 
20 per cent., making 30 per cent. in all. 

Irish imports which are not affected by 
the special duties of 20 per cent.—a limited 
and comparatively unimportant class— 
will after November 15 become chargeable 
to a tax at the rate of 10 per cent. under 
the Import Duties Act except where they 
are on the free list. 

None of the Ottawa duties or the higher 
rates of duties under the Import Duties 
Act. will apply to Irish Free State goods 
so long as any orders under the. Special 
Duties Act remain in force. 

The bill provides that this period of 
exemption may be extended to a later date 
by a resolution of the House of Commons.

He will 
be unwilling. to run the slightest chance 
of losing the little which is left to him, 
and will, therefore, leave it in unproduc- 
tive corners in the manner which the 
economists of all schools unite in de 
ploring. The argument that high taxa- 
tion is a stimulus to enterprise is 
fundamentally unsound. If it were 
advanced in the form that the lower 
piece-work rates are fixed the better, 
because men will work harder, the fallacy 
would appear even to its advocates.

“The peace of the world cannot come 
without the efforts of all nations to 
achieve the common purpose. That means 
co-operation. Such purpose cannot be 
achieved unless we are ready to walk 
towards the goal at least in step with 
them.”’ 


"” PRESS SLANDERS. 


The Secretary of State denounced the 
‘« Jingoes ” and the “ Yellow Press ” for 
fostering mistrust. ‘‘ There has never 
been a time when our demagogues thought 
it more worth while to declaim against the 
expected machinations of our foreign 
debtors,” he said. ‘‘ Never has our Yellow 
Press been more extreme in criticising 
even the most necessary steps towards 
international co-operation.” 

As the result of the League Covenant 
and ‘the Kellogg Pact, he continued, a 
breach of the peace had “ now become the 
rightful concern “of the whole world.”’ 
The refusal of the United States to recog- 
nise the fruits of aggression had 
strengthened the sanctity of treaties, and 
was a new milestone in the development of 
international co-operation against war. 

After praising the method of personal 
consultation between the heads of Govern- 
ments, Mr. Stimson referred to the “ era 
of good-will and confidence’’ between 
Britain and the United States, inaugu- 
rated by the London Naval Treaty. 

Urging continued efforts in the cause of 
disarmament, he observed that ‘‘ tne first 
step towards law and order is always to 
get hold of the pistols.’’ 


U.S. NAVY WILL BE 
STRENGTHENED.

IF ARMS CONFERENCE 
FAILS, 


That the failure of the disarmament 
efforts would make it necessary to build 
up the United States Navy to full treaty 
strength, was stressed by President 
Hoover in a Navy Day statement. 

““I need,” he added, “ scarcely suggest 
the vast expenditure which would be in- 
volved, or the blow that it would deal to 
one of the most cherished aspirations of 
our people. 

“The Administration has spared no 
reasonable effort to bring about an agree- 
ment among all the nations for the reduc- 
tion of arms upon the ratios decided at the 
London Conference. Our patience in these 
negotiations has 
jeopardised the 
States. Our efforts are making progress. 
If finally we fail we shall be compelled, 
owing to the disturbed conditions through- 
out the world and the necessity of pro- 
tecting American commerce, to build our 
Navy to the full strength provided by the 
London agreement, equal to that of the 
most powerful in the world. 


NEW FRENCH PLAN. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

M. Herriot this evening held a confer- 
ence of four and a half hours with the 
Ministers of War, Marine, Air and 
Colonies, in the course of. which the new 
French disarmament plan to be submitted 
to the League of Nations was materially 
advanced. The plan will be submitted to 
the meeting of the Superior Council of 
National Defence on Friday, when the 
final details may be settled. 

The Minister of Marine has ordered the 
immediate building of a new 26,500-ton 
armoured cruiser, the Dunkerque. The 
construction of this vessel was voted last 
year as a counter to the new German 
cruiser of the Deutschland (' pocket 
battleship ’’) type.

R. FRANK MacDERMOT writes :— 
“The enclosed legal opinion was 
disclosed to a convention of the National 
Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ League. on 
October 6th, but we. withheld it from 
publication at that time on account of 
the copversations then pending between 
the British. and Irish Governments. It 
illustrates the fantastic situation which 
the Government have created.” 

The following is the, opinion of Mr. 
J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C., to which Mr. 
MacDermot refers : — 

“I think that a good deal can be said 
for the argufhent that the provisions of 
the Land Acts, 1891 and 1903, with regard 
to the establishment of a guarantee fund 
for the fécoupment of any deficiency in 
the Land Purchase Account or Fund by 
reason of non-payment of these annuities 
out of the Local Taxation and other Irish 
accounts (aé the expense of the ratepayers) 
must cease to be operative if the present 
Government are correct in law in their 
contention that the land purchase annuities 
are no longer payable to the British 
Government. 

““Under Section 5 of the Act of 1891 
the Guarantee Fund was set up to recoup 
the ‘Land Purchase Account’ (a fund 
then, and now, entirely under the control 
of the British Treasury), and similarly 
under Section 29 of the Act of 1903 a 
guarantee fund was set up to recoup the 
‘Irish Land Purchase Fund’ (equally 
under the control of the British Govern- 
ment). 

‘" Both the ‘Land Purchase Account’ and 
“The Irish Land Purchase Fund ’ are still 
in being and still entirely under the contro! 
and management of the British Govern- 
ment, to which accounts these annuities 
were still being paid or credited up to the 
advent to office of the present Free Stat» 
Government. It seems to me that once 
these land purchase annuities are retained 
by the Free State Government, and with- 
held frem the British Government, the 
provisions with regard to the Guarantee 
Fund, above mentioned, become at once 
otiose and ‘inoperative, and that. the Free 
State Government can have no power to 
resort to the local taxation or other 
guaranteeing account to recoup the 
deficiency created by the non-payment by 
the tenant purchasers of these annuities 
at the ultimate expense of the ratepayers 
of the Free State.

ADVANCED TO IRELAND 


a. 


132 MILLIONS SINCE 1885. 


The Financial Secretary to the British 
Treasury stated in a written answer 
yesterday that the total amount advanced 
in the whole of Ireland under all the Irish 
Land Purchase Acts from 1885 to 1925 was 
£132,858, 456. 

Of this total, advances of £9,992,536 
under the Irish Land Purchase Acts, 1885- 
88. were made from the Local Loans Fund. 

The outstanding liability for the repay- 
ment of advances from this fund in the 
Irish Free State, both for land purchase 
and otherwise, was commuted in 1926 for 
an annuity of £600,000 payable by the 
Irish Free State Government for 20 vears. 

It was not possible to attribute a definite 
part of this annuity to the advances for 
land purchase. i 

A half-yearly payment. of £300,000, due 
on ist July last, was in default. 

The balance of the advances under the 
Land Purchase Acts—£122,865,920—had, 
it was: estimated, been reduced by the 
operation of sinking funds to £97,233,052, 
of which sum £76,443,000 was attributable 
to the Irish Free State. 

The payments due from the Irish Free 
State for interest and sinking fund were 
about £3,000,000 -a year. Payments 
amounting to £1,483,000, due in June and 
August last, were in default. 

The amount of the Irish Free State 4} 
per cent. Land: Bonds guaranteed by the 
United Kingdom Government outstanding 
on 31ist March was £24,226,509. 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas was asked in the 
House of Commons by Mr. Buchanan 
(Labour, Gorbals) whether, in view of the 
break-down of the negotiations between 
the United Kingdom Government and the 
Government of the Irish Free State, he 
would consider the advisability of 
referring the dispute to the League of 
Nations. 

Mr. Thomas replied—‘‘ As I have made 
clear in the House on previous occasions, 
the view of His Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom is that it would not 
be appropriate that questions in dispute 
between members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations should be referred to 
bodies or organisations outside the British 
Commonwealth,”’

THE BURNING OF TRAINS. 


In June, 1923, Mr. Aiken informed the 
House, seizing the first opportunity to 
reply to revelations which Mr. Mulcahy 
made last week of the terrorist activities 
of the Republican forces, three members 


of the pro-Treaty Army went to a doctor’s 
house at Kenmare, dragged out the 
doctor’s daughters in their night attire, 
beat them with a Sam Browne belt and 
rubbed grease in their hair. Mr. Aiken 
went on to read a letter which Mr. 
O’ Higgins wrote to Mr. Cosgrave, who was 
President of the Executive Council. 


UNDISCIPLINED MEMBERS. 


Mr. Aiken has not an effective diction, 
which is a pity ; for it spoiled the reading 
of a most dramatic document. He read an 
letter, apparently produced from the files 
of Government Buildings, in which Mr. 
O’Higgins drew attention to the effect 
which the actions of undisciplined mem- 
bers of the Army was likely to have on 
the other members, and demanded drastic 
action in a “ decent.’’ way. 

“ 1 the case referred to is not dealt 
with, I cannot join any future Govern- 
ment,’’. Mr. O’Higgins. announced, “I 
cannot accept the position that any poli- 
tical exigency can condone an outrage of 


that kind.”’ 


This was the first, and more important, 
of Mr. Aiken’s two disclosures. It oc- 
curred while the House was dealing with 
a series of amendments, in the name of 
Mr. Mulcahy, to withhold pensions from 
rebels who had become casualties while 
attempting to kill or destroy the property 
of members of the Oireachtas, the Judi- 
ciary, the Civic Guards, or the Press, or 
of civilians. 

Mr. Mulcahy made vain appeals to the 
Chair, questioning the relevancy of the 
documents. As a matter of fact, almost 
as much time was spent during the debate 
in discussing order as in discussing dis- 
order. 


AN EPIGRAM. 


Mr. Aiken was feeling so exalted after 
the sensation he had caused by this bomb- 
shell that he actually came out a few 
minutes later with an epigram. This was 
after Mr. MacDermot, who had been frus- 
trated in his attempt to get assurance 
during the debate on the previous stage of 
the bill that the Government proposed to 


make it a principle of future policy that 
armed intervention should cease and the 
will of the majority be allowed to prevail, 
took advantage of the presence of Mr. de 
Valera to repeat the question. 

It was a question to which the answer, 
as he made clear, would decide his atti- 
tude to the bill. Mr. de Valera, however, 
was as reluctant as the Minister for 
Defence to satisfy Mr. MacDermot’s 
curiosity, and he said nothing. 

Mr. Aiken, on the other hand, replied 
by questioning Mr. MacDermot’s know- 
ledge of Irish history. Then, when Mr. 
MacDermot returned the soft answer 
which is supposed to turn away wrath, he 
sprang his epigram. ; 

‘It is not what a man does not know 
that makes him a fool,’’ Mr. Aiken gently 
assured Mr. MacDermot, “it is what he 
does not know and thinks that he does.’’ 

Mr. MacDermot, however, was not to 
be wooed with wisecracks, and, like most 
of the Independent members, he did not 
enter the lobbies when the division was 
taken on the amendment. The only 
Independents who did were the farmers’ 
representatives and Mr. Anthony; who all 
followed the Opposition. Nevertheless, the 
Government had the very comfortable 
majority of sixty-eight to forty-eight. 


BURNING OF TRAINS, 


Mr. Aiken’s only other contribution to 
the unwritten history of Ireland's trouble1 
times went back a little further, to the 
pre-Treaty days. It concerned the burning 
of trains, a subject which Mr. Mulcahy 
happened to be discussing when he moved 
his next amendment, which aimed at with- 
holding pensions from rebels who became 
casualties when destroying public pro- 
perty. 

“I, myself,” the Minister proclaimed, 
when he replied to Mr. Mulcahy, “ have 
burned sixteen trains, at Deputr 
Mulcahy’s orders. And I was patted on 
the back for doing it.” 

What happened when Mr. Mulcahy was 
Mr. Aiken’s superior officer, however, had, 
the House felt, nothing to do with the case, 
and the Minister saw that something more 
would have to be said if he was to create 
an impression. 

“ What is more,” he added, “ I burned 
them, not with petrol, but with whiskey.”’ 

The Speaker hurriedly ordered him to 
report progress, and the Dail was spared 
further revelations until another day.

beaten and bullied into submission. Ottawa 
was, in fact, a P.S.A. compared to some of 
the Labour conferences which he had 
attended. (Laughter.) 

The Ottawa agreement, Mr, Thomas con- 
cluded, was one of the most important and 
far-reaching that had ever existed between 
this country and the Dominions. By coming 
to. the World Economic Conference as a 
united body, they would set an example to 
the world which he 
blessed. 

Mr. William Lunn moved the rejection of 
the bill, on the ground that it would increase 
taxation, ahd would do nothing to solve the 
unemployment problem. Any bill, he said, 
which sought to isolate a group of nations 
from the rest of the world could not do any- 
thing but hinder world recovery. He de- 
scribed the Prime Minister s present position 
as one of deep-dyed hypocrisy. It was a last 
throw to bolster up private enterprise, and 
would help to create an international antago- 
nism more bitter than was ever known, and 
which might lead to a bloody war that wouid 
wipe out civilisation. 

Áir Robert Hamilton (late Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies) spoke of the constitutional 
aspect of the question. The House, in effect, 
he said, waswbeing asked to surrender its 
powers over taxation for a term of years, 
and to place in the hands of other Govern- 
ments who were not answerable to this 
country the power to veto our taxation. 

Major Entwistle said that, speaking as a 
former free trader, he was convinced, having 
regard to the present conditions, that the 
policy of the Government was sound and 
absolutely necessary. 

Major Lloyd George, in supporting the 
motion for the rejection of the bill, said that, 
while the British delegates at Ottawa started 
wih the hest intentions in the world, they 
were bluffed ou of the position they took up 
at the beginning. Fr. Bennett, the Canadian 
Minister, had been too much for them,

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister considered that the 
colonies had reason to be satisfied with the 
results obtained at Ottawa, because, for the 
first time, Australia, South Africa, Newfound- 
land, India and Southern Rhodesia extended 
preferences to the Colonial Empire. That was 
a tremendous gain, and the colonies were 
reciprocating by extending preferences in the 
British and Empire markets, Dealing with 
the assertion that the Ottawa agreements 
would lead to friction, he remarked that it 
might just as well be said that people ought 
not to marry, because they might have a 
quarrel afterwards. He was all for making 
agreements with foreign countries, but we 
ought to make agreementsc with out own 
people first. 

The debate was adjourned.

Cotton blankets 
were iable to duty as sheets, but steps were 
being taken to exempt them. 

Mr. BROOKE BRASIER (Indpt., East 
Cork) asked the Minister to have exempted 
from duty ropo and twine for salmon fishing, 
as these were not manufactured in this 
country. 

The MINISTER said that if it was possible 
to get a definition for them they would ex- 
clude them from the bill. The matter was 
under consideration. 

Mr. DILLON, raised a point. about the 
importation of yarn, and said that in Donegal 
and throughout -the Gaeltacht one of the 
most fruitful sources of employment in the 
cottages was the knitting of yarn received by 
entrepreneurs from English merchants and 
distributed among the girls to knit, and 
afterwards returned to England. ” The yarn 
never became the property of the girls, or 
entrepreneurs, The girls simply got paid for 
the knitting. He urged the Minister to 
admit this varn free of duty. 

The MINISTER said that it was intended 
tact such yarn would be allowed in free of 
duty.

Mr. ANTHONY asked that the tariff on 
yarns should apply to all yarns, and not only 
to worsted and white yarns.

Mr. ANTHONY said that he had voted 
r., 1st the tariff because it did not go far 
enough, and in any case the mills in Blarney 
did not spin its own yarn. 


YIELD FROM DUTIES. 
The MINISTER, concluding the discussions, 


said that he would like to correct a state- 
rent made by Deputy McGilligan last week 
to the effect that two-thirds. of. the estimated 
yield from. the new protective duties and the 
increase in the existing. duties already had 
been secured m si; months. “The estimated 
yjeld , was £910,000, but as 
as SN were aware after the passage 
of the Finance Bill the estimate was 
subject to revision by the Comptroller and 
Accountant-General in the light of the 
changes, effected during the progress of the 
bill through the Dail, and also in the light 
of the actual yield of duties in the interval. 
The revised estimate brought the estimate 
from £910,000 to the neighbourhood of about 
£500,000, It was now quite possible 
that even the reduced estimate of £300,000 
would not be secured. The yield for the 
five months from the new duties was 
£100,000, and the full yield for that period 
and the remaining five and a half months 
would not exceed £200,000. The major in- 
creases in duty in the revenue returns were. 
from beer, tobacco, petrol, tea, and, to some 
extent, to the emergency duties. It was 
obvious that the protective effects of the 
duties had come into effect immediately.

RATEPAYERS FOOTING 
THE BILL. 


Mr. JOHN GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) said 
that earlier tariff Wg) stig had failed to 
provide employment, though they had yielded 
good revenue. But they had been imposed 
to produce employment. He had opposed 
recent tariffs, and he was true in saying that 
unemployment had gone up. The grrr 
employment had been placed at a disad- 
vantage. It was depressed, and costs were 
higher in Dublin than anywhere else. Yet 
that was the particular industry to carry 
additional burdens, which would cause further 
unemployment. Ratepayers were being taxed 
to subsidise the IR industrv. The whole 
position would have to be investigated to see 
if the building industry could carry addi- 
tional heavy burdens. 

Mr. R. 8. ANTHONY said that all the 
depression was not due to the present Govern- 
ment, but there was no question that the 
present Government was to blame for a 
measure of the industrial disruption. The 
amount of unemployment among dockers was 
abnormal, and was due to the present tariffs, 
and also the feeling between the Free State 
and Britain. 

He would like to know what benefit had 
most of the tariffs given to the country. Some 
had worked well; but, for instance, in the 
woollen industry they found abnormal over- 
time worked, but not much fresh employment 
was provided. The woollen tariff had. failed 
to justify itself. He wanted to know if any 
inspectors’ reports had been received in re- 
spect of new or existing factories by the Free 
State Departments of Industry and Commerce 
as was done by the British when in 
control here. Such reports dealing with hours, 
wages and conditions of workers in factories— 
so-called factories in his estimation—would be 
illuminating, particularly to the Labour Party. 
He regretted the expansive employment of 
boys and girls in smaller factories while the 
fathers of those children walked the streets 
searching for employment. Generally he found 
that there was more unemployment following 
from the tariffs, and the rosy promises made 
by “ne Government party had not material- 
ised. 

Mr. BROOKE. BRASIER said that it was 
most regrettable that the Government had 
launched their tariff policy at a time when 
the whole conditions of the world made the 
chances of their success very unlikely. It 
was quite possible that the retaliatory tariffs 
which had done so much harm to agriculture 
might not Lave arisen but for the overwhelm- 
ing tariff policy launched by the 
Government against imports from other 
countries. That tariff had been launched, 
not alone against imports, but against the 
means of production in this country, Unless 
the tariff policy was modified the tendency to | 
raise prices to the full amount of the tariffs 
imposed would be indulgea in by manu- 
facturers. 


COST OF LIVING DOWN. . 
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MINISTER'S CLAIM. 
The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
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The MINISTER, continuing, said that he 
did not believe unemployment was worse than 
it was twelve mon ago, but whether it 
was or not. they had to face up, not to the 
= of it, but rather is the remedies but. 
ere was no way of gettin wise ities, 
produced here except hy taking action, no 
matter how drastic, to turn the’ attention of 
their distributing agencies to the possibilitiés 
of this country as a source of supply. He 
knew that woollen manufacturers were doing 
better, and getting more orders than ever, 
and looking forward to regaining export 
markets lost under former condit Since 
last May the output of the boot industry had 
been doubled, and the number of employés in 
it had increased by over 500.. Three new boot 
factories had been established, @hother one 
was about to be established, and plans. for 
two new factories had been made, ere had 
been more industrial development in the last 
six months than there had been in the pre- 
vious five years. For every one who had been 
disemployed by the operation of the tariffs 
one hundred persons had been employed, and 
yet they were only in the beginning of this 
policy. The cost of living had gone down 
since the tariffs had commenced to operate ; 
even boots and shoes were cheaper to-day 
than before the tariffs came into existence; 


£100,000 IN FIVE MONTHS. 


In five months the tariffs had produced 
£100,000, whereas they made a budgetary. 


they would have to face the hardest winter 
they ever had. Whether that Cumann na 
nGaedheal prophecy came true or not he 


would also exist in other countries. This 
might be due to causes not in their control, 
but so far as they would be in the Govern- 
ment control they were going to ease the 
hardship as far as they could by calling on 
the resources of the State to ensure. that 
work would be available for those urgently 
in need. of it. 

He was satisfied that the policy that the 
Government was operating. was .the ‘only 


circumstances. It was understandable that a 
modification of that policy might be wise, 
but as things stood, and in the light of the 
possibilities which world conditions led them 
to expect in this country, there was no other 
policy than that which the Government was 
pursuing.

DR. WARD,. Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Local Government and Puplic 
Health, moving the second reading of the 
Therapeutic Substances Bill, said that this 
was a measure with a close and important 
bearing on public health and public safety. 
Its object was to ensure proper supervision 
of substances whose technical purity and | 
potency had to be determined by experiments, 
rather than by chemical examination. - The 
Pharmacopeia provided an authoritative 
scurce of information, for all chemists in con- 
nection with chemical prescriptions, but the 
examination .of*the therapeutic substances 
dealt with in ‘this bill involved complicated 
processes, which could only be undertaken 
by | ® bacteriologist or physiologist, or ex- 
perienced haimaeolaaú th, The public and 
the medical: practitioners alike were dependent 
on the State to ensure the trustworthiness of 
these articles when. offered: for. sale. 

The constant progress made by science and 
medical research in recent years had led to 
the introduction of many important sub- 
stanees derived from anime! sources for the 
prevéntion,. diagnosis and ‘treatment of 
disease. © Thes& prepatations had displaced 
many of the older drugs éf vegetable origin, 
which ‘were. officially’ controlled by the 
Pharmacopoia. as to. the method of prepara- 
tion, standard and ‘dosage, ©The control of 
biological products was of far greater import- 
ance than-that of the galenic preparations. 
That was recognised in Great Britain, France 
and Germany and other European countries, 


matiufacture and ' ittiportation of such thera- 
eutic substances were under State control. 
he bulk of therapeutic substances were, how- 
ever, manufactured: outside this country. A 
grave responsibility rested on the State to 
secure the parity and potency of these sub- 
stances, and the risks arising from. lack of 
control were very serious. The issue of 
licences to duly authorised persons. for the 
manufacture or* importation ‘of “therapeutic 
substances, and the issue of research licences 
to persons using those substances for research 
purposes would involve. inspection of the 
establishments. .concerned, and laboratory 
examination of samples of the products to 
ensure the observance of safe methods of 
manufacture, to ascertain freedom from.con- 
tamination, and to determine the potency of 
Ope for which standards of teats have 
een established. The cost of administering 
the Act would not be heavy. It was intended 
to refer applications for import licences to the 
Consulting Bacteriologist of the Depart- 
ment of Local Government and Public 
dealth, who would be in a position without 
further formality to advise in the great bulk 
of the applicat:ons, especially those of the 
English firms who already have been granted 
a manufacturer’s licence. Applications for 
manufacturers’ licences in this country would 
be few, and easily dealt with. 


TO ASSIST MINISTER. 


The bill contained twenty-one sections and 
a schedule of the substances to which the 
Act will apply. For the purpose of advising 
and ass sting the Minister in the making of 
orders and regulations there would be 
established an advisory committee, repre- 
sentative of the Department of Local Govern- 
ment. and Public Health, the Department of 
ne the universities and: medical 
schools, Medical Registration Council, the 
Irish Medical . Association, the Veterinary 
Council, the Pharmaceutical Council, and the 
Institute of Chemists, 

It was anticipated that the passage of the 
bill would prove of great national value to 
the protection and ‘assistance both oí: the 
public and the medical profession. « ' 

Ph ae the second reading, Sir JAMES 
CRAIG (Ind., Dublin University) said. that 
he was satisfied as to Phe treo of the 
Advisory Committee, In looking through the 
bill . they. found. it. contained reference to 
vaccines, serum, toxin, anti-toxin, ahd so 
forth.

ARMY PENSIONS. 


Mr, AIKEN (Minister for Defence) moved 
that it was expedient to authorise*the pay- 
ment out of moneys provided by the Oireach- 
tas of any expenses incurred under any Act of 
the present session to amend and extend the 
Army Pensions Acts, 1923 and 1927. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that he opposed the 
motion, because he regarded as unsatisfactory 
the replies which the Minister for Defence 
had given to Deputy.

CASES TO BE CONSIDERED. 


On the committee stage of the Army 
Pensions Bill, Mr. KILROY (Fianna Fail, 
Mayo, 8.) asked if the Minister would con- 
sider amending Section 4 so as to cover the 
case of the Connaught Rangers who mutinied 
in India in 1917, and whom some deputie= 
considered had not been adequately com- 
pensated. 

Mr. AIKEN (Minister for Defence) 
‘promised to consider the cases, but he pointed 
out that the bill only provided for persons 
suffering from wounds or disabilities. 

There were twenty-one amendments to the 
bill tabled by Mr. R. MULCAHY. 

Phe SPEAKER (Mr; Fahy) ruled ‘that the 
second amendment, which sought to exclude 
persons who were in revolt against the Pro- 
visional Parliament or against the Oireachtas 
of Saorstat Eireann from the scope of the pill, 
would, by the decision given on it, cover the 
next. eight amendments.

Patrick 
Murphy died in October, 1951, and then his 
married sister, Mrs. Mary Keogli, who lived 
with her husband (a tramway employé) at 
13 Tramway Cottages, Blackrock, . tendered 
the rent, but it was refused. The original 
tenant, Andrew Murphy, had died intestate, 
and no one ever had taken out administra- 
tion to his estate. 

Mr. H. A. Vernon said that there were 
about 80 or 90 of those cottages on the Pem- 
broke Estate, and there was a long waiting 
list of applicants for cottages when they be- 
came vacant. He wanted to establish the 
principle that, in the circumstances of the 
present case, Mrs. Keogh could not be con- 
sidered tenant of the cottage. 

Evidence was given by Mr. Keyes, rent 
collector, that after Andrew Murphy’s death 
the name had not been changed in the rent 
book, and the rent still continued to be paid 
in his name during the lifetime of his son, 
Patrick. The latter was in hospital on 
various occasions before his death, and at 
such times the rent was paid by Mrs. Mary 
Keogh, the sister, who came to meet him at 
the cottage and then went back to her own 
home in Blackrock. He had seen her a few 
times at the house, but she always had her 
outdoor dress on, and, so far as he knew, 
she did not live in the place. 

Mr. William Black, who {instructed by 
Messrs. Joyce and Joyce) appeared for Mrs. 
Keogh, said that, without going into any 
evidence, he was entitled to a reverse of the 
decree for ejectment on the ground that the 
notice to quit was invalid, It was addressed 
to the “ Representatives. of Andrew Murphy, 
deceased.” That was a mere legal figment. 
There were no such répresentatives. Notice 
to quit must be directed to some person 
named, and the notice served in this case 
might as well have been addressed to Kath- 
leen Mavourneen or to Father O'Flynn as to 
the “ phantom ” representatives of Andrew 
Murphy.

At the start Kerr seemed rather afraid of 
his man’s reputation, and seldom made an 
attempt to lead, but he did far better in the 
second, and attacked for the one and only 
time during the fight. He had, perhaps, 
slightly the better of this round, but Pardoe 
ot well on top after that, and at the end of 
the fourth had him groggy. Kerr stuck. to 


got out of some nasty situations, but there 
was no doubt whatever about the verdict. 
McMULLAN’S GOOD DISPLAY. 

J. McMullan was possibly a little unlucky 
to lose the verdict against J. C. Walters in 
the Bantam-Weight, for in the first three 
rounds the Irishman was clearly superior, 
though neither landed a single good punch.

SENATE.

 PUBLICITY FOR 
LICENCES. 


N the Senate yesterday, Mr. M. F. 
O'Hanlon, . Vice-Chairman, presiding, 
Senator CONNOLLY, Minister for Posts 

and Telegraphs, moved the second reading of 
the Finance (Customs Duties) (No. 3) Bill 
1932 (certified money bill), explaining that 
the bill implemnted the duty of 5s. sack 
of 280lb. imposed on flour, and enabled the 
Minister to grant licences for the importation 
of flour within certain limits. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that the bill was 
one that should not be passed without 
examination and discussion. They shonld have 
had from the Minister some explanation of 
the objects aimed at, Was it to protect the 
flour millers or the milling industry? Was it 
to protect consumers or to increase the 
revenue? They should be clear on these 
points. The people primarily concerned were 
the consumers, and the Government should 
let them know what steps were being taken 
to protect the consumers in the essential 
matter of breadstuffs. His information was 
that the 4lb. loaf in Ireland was anything 
from 14d. to 2d. dearer than the 4lb. loaf in 
England, so that it was a serious matter 
meriting explanation. 

He woulld like the House to direct its at- 
tention to the system of licensing for which 
provision was made in the bill. On a previous 
occasion Senator Connolly had accused him 
of imputing improper conduct to Ministers 
when he mentioned this matter. He had not 
done so, and had no intention of doing so; 
but he would say that the licensing system 
as proposed was thoroughly bad. It gave 
opportunity to those im authority to give 

reference to individuals without the know- 
edge of the general public or of competitors 
in the trade, and, if only for that reason, the 
whole system should be carefully examined. 
At the same time, he did not see how the 
Government could carry on the tangle of their 
tariff policy without a licensing system. It 
would seem that, as the Government found it 
impossible to foresee the effect of its duties, 
they sought to overcome their difficulties by 
the licensing system—removing trouble by 
granting relaxations or oe stuff in free 
In his view, the particulars of licences should 
be published in all cases, so that the public 
and the trade might know to whom and on 
what conditions licences were granted. A 
licence had been granted to Jacob’s, for 
instance, for the importation of a special 
flour for the manufacture of certain products. 
It was proper that particulars of that licence 
should be published, and it was equally 
proper that the public should have imforma- 
tion about all other licences. 

Senator DOWDALL said that it was im- 
portant to have a check on massed capital 
attacking such a key industry as flour pro- 
duction. If a big French or German capitalist 
had a stranglehold on flour production, in 
Britain, Sir John Keane would not be looking 
for reasons for objection to the licensing

stem. 
Senator COMYN said that they had to pro- 


‘tect themselves from ‘‘ combines,’’ particu- 


larly now, when they had to encourage their 
industries and provide employment for young 
people no longer finding an outlet by 
emigration. 


BREAD DEARER IN FREE STATE. 

Senator JAMESON urged the need of ex- 
planation for the imposition of a huge tax on 
imported flour. How was it going to remedy 
unemployment? The statement had been 
made that bread was dearer here than in 
England. Could the Minister state if that 
were true? ; 

Sir JOHN KEANE—lIt 1s true. : 

Senator JAMESON—If so, was this bill 
going to make bread any cheaper or any 
dearer? He had never known a Government 
before to bring forward bills in such a half- 
digested state. How did the Minister know 
when licensing became necessary? The 
Senate could have been summoned last week 
and been told of those things, instead of being 
expected to pass the bill that day in half-an- 
hour. 

Senator JOHNSON said the duty on flour 
had been in effect since July 7th, so that there 
had been ample opportunity of considering the 
provisions of the bill. Licences had been 
granted to millers since that date to enable 
them to carry on until they would themselves 
be in a position to produce sufficient flour to 
meet the public needs. ‘The question was 
whether Irish mills should be allowed to die, 
whether the competition of larger and more 
highly efficient mills outside should be allowed 
to crush out home industry. So far as that 
bill was concerned it seemed to be a pre- 
liminary to the development of the Irish flour- 
milling industry, and what he wanted was 
more detailed information. on the subject, 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that the Government 
regarded the tariffs as a good thing, but it 
might be well to consider whether there were 
any suggestions or recommendations which 
the Senate ought to make. It was not desir- 
able that the bill should be held up. The 
system of licence and permits would be use- 


ful; but he thought that the country was | 


entitled to know what the cost of the tariff 
would be on the food of the people, and how 
it would contribute to the maintenance of the 
farming industry. A clear case should be 
made for tariffs before they were imposed. 

Mr. GEORGE CROSBIE said that a tariff 
might be necessary against imported flour, 
but he thought it should be confined to the 
finer qualities. Tariffs had led to combines 
being brought into this country. 

Mr. FARREN said that the country did not 
produce sufficient flour to supply the require- 
ments of the population, but it was up to the 
Senate to see that the country would adapt 
itself to produce sufficient flour at home for 
the people. 


DUTY WILL INCREASE PRICE. 


Mr. GUINNESS considered that the re- 
sult of a tariff on flour would be that con- 
sumers generally would have to pay 10 per 
cent. more than at present for bread. 

Senator CONNOLLY, replying, said that 
he was sure that the tariff proposed now 
would not increase the price of bread. 
Licences as to the imports would be issued 
until the home millers were able to supply 
the needs of the country. The 4lb. loaf was 
dearer in the Free State than it was in 
Northern Ireland and in England, and, he 
asked, why was nothing done during the last 
ten years to reduce the price? If the Senate 
had any recommendations to make with re 
gard to the bill they might be made that day, 
for the bill must be through on November 
6th. He hoped that the control to be ex- 
ercised would have the effect of making 
bread cheaper. He did not consider that 
tariffs in themselves would be the solution 
of the problem, though they were part of 
a necessary line. He would like better to 
see an economic solution of the milling 
problem which would make tariffs unneces- 


sary. 

Mr. CROSBIE asked how many more men 
would be employed as a consequence of the 
tariff. ' 

Senator CONNOLLY said that he could 
not tell at the moment. 

The second reading was agreed to, and the 
remaining stages were taken. 

In committee, the MINISTER, in reply to 
Mr. Guinness, said that the bill would not 
specifically prevent combines from coming 
into the country. 


INFORMATION ABOUT LICENCES. 

Sir JOHN KEANE moved a recommenda- 
tion that, when any general licences were 
ranted, particulars of such conditions should 
E published at the earliest opportunity in 
[ria Oifigu4d, and that the names of 
individual licencees concerned be published 
when special licences were granted. 

Mr. 8, L. BROWN suggested that Sir John 
Keane should withdraw the motion for the 
present. A more suitable opportunity for 
etting the principle recogmsed could be 
ound when a bill, which the Senate could 
amend, would be brought before them.

auxiliary motor vessel Windermere, claimed

suffered by reason of alleged negligence in 
the navigation of the defendant's steam 


trawler Father O'Flynn in the River Liffey, — 


whereby the Father O'Flynn came in 
collision with the Windermere. _ 
The defendants denied negligence, and 
leaded that the collision was caused sol 
the negligent navigation of the Winder- 
mere. They made a counter-claim against 
for loss and 
— suffered by them by reason of the 


collision. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. Monks 
(instructed by Messrs. Toomey and Barber) 
appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. Carson, 
RO, and Mr. Robinson (instructed by 
Messrs, Hayes and Sons) for the defendants. 

ANCHOR CAST. 

Mathew Shelton, a seaman on the Winder- 
mere, describing the collision, said that his 
ship was out in the river when he saw the 
Father O’Flynn pulling out in front. When 
it became evident that a collision was likely 
the Windermere went to ‘‘starboard” and 
They kept on their course, 
and the trawler started to go astern. The 
Windermere swung back to port again, but 
failed ' “to get under ” the trawler’s stern 
and hit her. The Windermere cast anchor 
and the trawler dropped back astern and 
tied up at the wall from which she started. 

In reply to Mr. Carson, the witness said 
that it was not foggy at the time, and he 
heard one long blast of a siven some time 
before he saw the trawler. He was not 
aware that this was a signal that a boat 
was to draw out from her berth. 

Captain James ‘Tyrrell, master of the 
Sitch cunare: said that when he swung ont 
there was no ship in the river, except those 
tied up at their berths. He was some way 
down the river when he heard a long blast 
on a steam whistle, but he could not see 
from what vessel it came. He shouted to 
his “look out” man to watch for craft 
leaving the quay. Immediately afterwards 
he saw the Father O’Flynn moving out when 
he was about 200 yards from her. He 
altered his course, but the Father O’Flynn 


came out across the river, and he had to 


alter bis course again. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Why did not you 
signal that you were holding your course, 
and that would make it the easa of the 
other ship to give way? 

Captain Tyrrell—The trawler was coming 
so quickly across the river that I saw my best 
chance was to pass round her stern. The 
collision then occurred. When I got elear 
I dropped anchor and fouled an electric 
cable on the bed of the river. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Robinson, 
Captain Tyrrell admitted that his log did 
not contain any reference to a number of 
signals which he gave just before the 
collision. His deposition at the Board of 
Trade inquiry, which was made from 
the log, also had this - omission. He 
had neither a master’s nor a mate’s certifi- 
cate, and there was no one on board the 
Windermere at the time of the accident with 
such a certificate. He had twenty-four 
years’ experience as a seaman. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose and the further hearing was ad- 
journed until to-day. y

HUSBAND DENTES CRUELTY. 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT) 

In a suit in which Catherine E, Dempsey, 
now residing at 46 St. Alphonsus road, 
Drumcondra, Dublin, petitions: for a divorce 
from her husband, Patrick Dempsey, on the 
ground of alleged cruelty, 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Messrs. W. G. 
Bradley and Sons), on behalf of the peti- 
tioner, applied for an order fixing the mode 
of trial. He said that the petitioner was mar- 
ried to the respondent in St. Joseph's Church, 
Berkeley road, Dublin, in April, 1913, her 
maiden name being Catherine Elizabeth Far- 
telly. There were eight children of the mar- 
riage. In 1927 the petitioner instituted pro- 
ceedings for divorce on the ground of 
cruelty, but those proceedings were aban- 
doned as the respondent promised to cease 
the conduct of which she complained. The 
petitioner alleged that, notwashsta:.ding that 
promise, the respondent began in 1928 again 
to treat her with cruelty, and had continued 


the cruelty to the present time. The acts of. 


cruelty had been denied, and it was con- 
tended that any acts of alleged cruelty were 
necessary to restrain the petitioner in acts 
of violent temper, and that there was con- 
donation on the part of the petitioner. One 
of the questions to be tried was whether 
condonation had not been revived in the year 
1927. Neither side asked for a jury. 

The Master fixed the trial to take place 
during the present sittings, before a judge 
without a jury.
